Tne  lecturer  will  be  expected  to  begin  nis  work  in  September  1^14 
and  teach  Chemistry  (inorganic  and  organic)  Qualitative  analysis,  elementary 
botany  and  zoology,  and  physics  in  the  Arts  course.  Tne  lectures  are 
given  for  the  most  part  in  the  morning  ana  as  the  class  us  are  small  tne 
lectures  are  generally  of  a  tutorial  character.
